Furthermoze, J beleeue and tonfeſſe that the ſoules of all the Fachfull do go 
elect childzen of God, immediately after the departure out of after their de- 
their bodies, doe goe into the tingdome of heauen, into the hands on — 2 of 
of God, being guided conducted thither by the miniſtery of ts 
Angels of God, not into Purgatory, Limbo pacrum, oz any other 
place whatſceuer. Foz whither the ſo:-le of Chꝛiſt was receined 
when hee cried , Father into thy hands I commend my Spirit, 
thither are all the ſonles of the Childzen of God that die in the 
true faith of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, receined immediately after their de⸗ 
parture hence. In the Goſpell after Saint Luke we reade that 
the ſoule of paze Lazarus, of bleſſed Lazarus, Craight after his 
death was caried into heanenby the Angels of God, and nat inta 
Popiſh: Purgarory, which was not hatched almoſt of two hun · 
dzed peares after.

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wascarrled fraight way into Paradiſe, oz ſo Chzift told him: 
This day thou ſhalt be with me in Paradiſe : That is, in the King: 
dome of Veaucn and not in Purgatoꝛzy. Salomon ſaith,Chapter 3. 
The ſoules ofthe righteous are in the hand of God, and there ſhall 
no torments come nigh them: Chzift ſaith, He went into Heauen 
to prepare a place for vs, then not in Purgatozy, except they will 
haue their Purgatozyto be in Peauen, | 

He faith further, that where he is, there ſhall his ſemants be 
alſo. But J hope they will not ſay that Chzift is in Purgatozy, 
bnt in Peaven, and thither ſhall all the ſonles of the faithful aſ- 
tend immediately, and therefoꝛe is the opinion of Popich Purga- 
tozy, both blaſphemous and facrilegious : but the true Parga- 
tozy indeed 1s this, the bloud of Jeſus Chziff, which cleanſeth vs 
from ſine: no other Purgatozy doe A know of by the wozd of 
God, no} acknowledge. A belene alſo and confefſe that mah is 
inffified, that is, pꝛonounced iuſt befoze God, fre from finne 
and all puniſhments due foz ſinne, by a true and linely faith in 
the bloud of Chzilf onelp, + not by his owne wozkes,merits,righ- 
teonſnefle o2 deſerts, neither pet by any inherent righteouſneſſe 
in himſeife, as the blaſphemous Papiſts teach, noz by any o- 
ther moanes whatſoeuer. And therefoze the Apoſtle to the Ro- 
mans 4. was bonld to ſay, that if Abraham were iufſfifled by 
wozkes, then had hee wherein to reiopce, but not with God, foz 


Nan iuſtifes he ſaith afterward in the third Chapter, being iuffifled by faith 
by faith onely. We haue peace towards God thzough Jeſus Chꝛiſt. And theres 


foze doe J couffantip bel&ue that we are iuſtiſied by faith onely, 
and not by the wozkes of the Law, Foz if god wozkes could 
laue vs, then had Chzift died in vaine, and if they conly 
ſaue vs, why ſhould they not becalled by the name of our Waui⸗ 
our? But when J ſay that faith onely inftifieth, J meane not 
a barrenfaith, oz a dead faith without god wozkes, ſuch as the 
Dingls haue: but 3 ſpeake of ſuch a faith as bzingeth fozth god 
wWozkes in great plentie, and can no moze be without god 
wo; kes, then the Dunne without light, and the fire without heat, 
92 the water without her naturall moiſture. Af you would

ly belcue that Jeſus Chaift is the onely head,ruler c gonernour 

Chriſti the Of this Church, and not Antichziff p Pope, noꝛ any of his ſhaue- 
rue headof lings, as Paul teſtifieth, Eph.4. 15. ſaping : Let vs grow vp in all 
he Church. things in him whois the head leſus Chriſt: againe in another plate 
he ſaith: As Chriſt is the head cuet che Chuich, ſo is the husband 
head ouer his wife. J belteue and confefſe, that Jeſus Chz2iſt hath 

left not only the holy Scriptures to inſtruc and teach his Church, 

but alſo Sacraments, in number two, to wit, Baptiſme,and the

The water ſignifteth vnto vs that our e Gm 
whole nature is cozruyted, and had ned to be purged and clean» and Chat chevy 
ſed. It ſiginifieth allo onto vs our Regeneration, @angification, repreſent vnto 
and new Birth: and it repꝛeſenteth alſo vnts vs the bloud of Je⸗ 
ſus Ch21ifk which cleanſeth vs from all finnes. And J faithfully 
belene that it is nomoze lawfull foz a woman to miniſter this 
Sacrameaitt, then it is lawfall fo2 her ta pꝛeach oz to-minifter the 
Sacrancit of the Lozds Supper. 

And as concerning the Sacrament of the Loꝛds Supper, J be- 
letue and confeffe that it c onfiſteth of two natures alſo: anearth- 
ly, andan heauenly nature oz quality.

firth of John ſaith, that, they ſhould ſ& him aſcend into Þeanen 
with the ſame body that he late vith them at Supper, whole 
and bneaten : adding further, that the wozds that he ſpake 
were ſpirit and truth, and that it is the ſpirit that giueth life, the 
lech p;ofiteth little. and he biddeth vs to celebzate this Supper, 
in remembzancy of him: os to pꝛeach his death therein =

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he come againe. Af Chit were in the Bicrament, tech, and 
blond, and bone, then the wicked might eat him, and ſo ſhanlp 
there neuer any wicked be condemned: Foz Chtilt ſaith, 6 
that eateth wy lleſh, and d2inketh my blond (hall neuer die: pea, 
Rats, Cats, and Mice might eat his body, which were blaſphe- 
mous and ſacrilegious once to imagine, though the Papiſts are 
not aſhamed to teach it openly. And albeit that theſe Sacra- 
ments doe repꝛeſent vnto vs moſt ercellent things, yet doe they 
not conferre grace of themſelues, neither is the grace ot God (g 
tyed to the materiall Elements that he cannot ſaue withont them, 
And therefo2e are the Papiſtsmoze+then cruell, that teach, all 
childzen to be damned that die befoze Baptiſme. Foz we reade 
of certains in the Arts of the Apoſtles, that were Baptized, and 
pet they had not ſo mach as heard whether there were any Holp 
Ghoſt oz not. Simon Magus was baptizev, yet he reteiued not 
the Holy Ghoſt. And againe, Cornelius has receined the Moly 
Ohoſt befoze his baptiſms. loha the Baptift reteiued the Poly 
Ghoſt in his Pothers wombe, and the like. But pet notwith- 
ffanding, although the grace of God be not tied ta the @acras 
ments, pet he that may receiue them and will not, oz elſe ſetteth 
light by them, ſhall neuer receiue the gifts and graces ſignifle 
p them. 8
